try their caseby mea^t of ajury teial or bench tijal before a United States Magistrate Judge. Appeals 
^om judenents and fin^ orders are taken directly to ^e United States Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia: Circuit, in the same manner as an appeal Jiom a. judgment of a District Judge 
in a civil case. 

WHAT IS THE PROCEDURE? 

One of Hie matters you are required to discuss at the meet-and-confer conference mandated by Local 
diyil B-uie 16.3 is whether th^ case shpuld be assigned to a United States Magistrate Judge for all 
purposes, including tria.1 

All parties must consent before ttie case is assigned to aMagistrate Judge for trial- You may consent 
at any time prior to trikl. If you expressly decline to consent or simply fail to consent early in tiie 
ease, you are nM foreclosed from consenting later in tile case. However, a prompt election to 
proicee^i be%e a Magistrate Judge is encouraged becaUseit will facilitate a more Qrdedy scheduling 
of the case.

WHAT IS THE ADVANTAGE? 

The earlier the parties consent to assigning 
the case to a Magistrate Judge the earlier a firm and certain trial date can be established, evenif the 
case is to be tried to a jury.
